Franjieh May Seek Foreign Intervention 


BEIRUT, March 3 (UPI).— 
Rival militia apd army units 
battled for control ὁ- Beirut and 
strategic sectors ef Meunt Leba- 
non, today amid reports that Pres- 
ident Suleiman Franjieb planned 
to seek foreign military interven- 

* tion to Keep the battle from com- 
ing closcr to his beleaguered 
palace. 

Flerce artillery, tank and cor= 
ner-to-corner machine-gun duels 
in Beirut and its suburbs killed 
more than 200 persons and 
wounded 500 in the last-24 hours. 
‘This represented one of the high- 
est daily tolls of the | lismonth 
civil war. 

“Too Busy” 

An attempt by Syrian negotia- 
tors to airange a truce fell 
through when leftist leader Ka- 
mal Jumblat refused to meet 
with them, saying tha. he was 
“too busy” directing the fighting 
in the Mount Lebanon. region. 

“There is no Syrian solution,” 
‘Mr, Jumblat satd. “There is only 
our solution.” .

PARIS. March 2 (NYT).—A 
West German warning t& Italy 
thet it had to act to stop the 
fulght of capital if it expected 
further West German financial 
aid was hehind a harsh economic 
preeram adopted by Italy last 
week, a high European financial 
official reported yesterday.

Court Orders 
Seniority for 
Bias Victims 


Remedy Is Backed 
For Hiring Policies 

WASHINGTON, March 24 
\AP).—Blacks who prove they 
were turned down for employ-~ 
ment because of discriminatory 
hiring policies can be granted 
seniority by court order when 
they reapply and are hired, the 
Supreme Court ruled today. 

In a 5-to-3 decision, the court 
reversed a ruling of the U.S. 
Circuit Court in New Orleans 
refusing to order seniority on 
this basis for black drivers hired 
by Bowman Transportation Co. 

The Supreme Court decision 
means that such employecs may 
be given the seniority they would 
have had if they had been hired 
the first time they applied. 

In an opinion by Justice William 
Brennan jr., the court said that 
merely requiring the tracking 
firm to hire the victim of dis- 
crimination would “fall far short” 
of making up to him for his loss, 

“A coucomitant award of the 
seniority credit he presumptively. 
would beve earned but for the 
θεῖν treatment would also 

seem necessary,” the court said. 
But it added that “we ara not 
to be understood as holding that 
an award of seniority status is 
required in all circumstances.” 

The court rejected the em- 
ployer’s argument that the re~ 
troactive seniority should not be 
awarded because it would give 
the newly hired employees an.

been on the payroll for some 
time, 

The court said that to deny the 
seniority “on the sole ground 
that such relief diminishes the 
expectations of other, arguably

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. The Hearst Verdict 


Tt took only 12 hours for a California jury 
to find Patricla Hearst guilty of willfully 
participating in the bank robbery for which 
she stood trial. Miss Hearst will be sentenced 
on April 12, and she will aiso be entangled, 
one way or another, in the criminal justice 
process as it is brought to bear on other 
violent and illegal activities in which she is 
alleged to have pleyed a’ voluntary part. So 
this tragic and painful and pitiful saga is 
far from over. But however it may wtimately 
be resolved in relation to Miss Hearst, it 
seems to us that a moment has come when 
one or two things might usefully be said 
about some subjects of general public con~ 
cern that have emerged from the proceed~ 
ings. 

We have in mind principally the nature 
of her defense and the implications of its 
rejection by the jurors. It is necessary, it 
seems to us. to separate out the various ele~ 
ments of that defense—and its failure—to 
get at the meaning of what happened. 
Broadly, the case organized by Miss Hearst's 
lawyer, F. Lee Bailey, may be said to have 
had two parts. They were in some respects 
Telated and in other respects contradictory: 
Miss Hearst was said to have been acting in 
conscions and prudent fear for her life, and 
she was also said to have been acting in 
some respects “involuntarily” as the victim 
of techniques applied by her terrorist captors 
the so-called “brainwashing” defense.

From the beginning, it was evident to 
most students of the law that the first of 
these arguments had more weight and more 
importance, both in terms of traditional 
courtroom arguments concerning the beha- 
vior of persons in captivity and m terms 
of simple, understandable human psycholo- 
gy. She was kidnapped. She was isolated 
and abused. From that set of circumstances 
alone there was a heavy presumption in her 
favor. The problem, from the defense’s point 


of view, was that there ‘were other circun- - 


stances to be dealt with. Namely, Miss 
Hearst's protonged encoynter with the.SLA 
and her activities over that period that sug- 


gested a willful conversion to their ways,_as 


distinct from coercion in the classic sense.

Over the years, ἃ generally benign and 
enlightened process has gone forward seek- 
ing to ‘designate and refine that material 
concerning 2 defendant’s: mental and emo- 
tional condition which bears directly on the

ed. That the process is and will probably 
remain imperfect and, in some respects, even 
subversive of concepts of criminal justice is 
self-evident: The point is to reach 2 sensible 
and responsible balance between what is 


“willful and criminally liable and what is 


the product of circumstances over which the 
defendant had little or no control, And in 
reaching such a balance, important and of- 
ten conflicting claims of society as a whole 
and the individual defendant must con- 
Hnually be adjudicrted—case by case. 
Against this background, the introduction 
of the “brainwashing” defense in the Hearst 
trial makes more than e little sense to. us, 
as does Judge Oliver Carter's original deci- 
sion to admit such testimony, Given the 
initial circumstances of Miss Hearst’s capture 
and her apparent brutalizing by her captors 
and given the list of criminal activities in 
which she was subsequently said to have 
indulged, slong with the harsh rhetoric of 
the statements she made and her evident 
disinclination to seize opportunities to es- 
cape, it seems to us that both as 8 legal 
defense and as a theory of the ease, the 
concept of Miss Hearst as a victim of mind- 
altering cireumstances was well within the 
realm of theoretical and psychological plau- 
sibility. The point is not that the theory 
was cockeyed or outrageous as a theory but 
rather that Miss Hearst did not persuade the 
Jurors that the theory in fact represented 
reality.

U.S. Price Stability 


A dramatic and welcome change for the 
better has taken place in the price inflation 
that has wreaked so much damage on the 
nation's economic life this decade. As recent- 
jy as last July, the monthly increase in the 
Consumer Price Index was at a rate equiva- 
lent to double-digit inflation for the year. 
‘The latest figures, for February, show 8 gain 
of only one-tenth of 1 per cent, equivalent 
—if unavoidable sampling error is taken into 
account—to virtually no change. 

The, moderation of price rises is impres- 
sive aiso if year-to-year comparisons are 
stadied. From February, 1974, to February, 
1975, the CPI jumped 11.1 per cent. The com- 
parable increase from February. 1975, to 
February, 1976, was 6.3 per cent, hardly 
negligible but still a big improvement. 

There is no reason for euphoria, however, 
Bince potentialiy strong sources of inflation 
continue to exist. The relative price stabllity 
that has been achieved for the mament has 
been bought at high cost. The recession of 
the past two years has been the worst in 


the United States since the i930s; and, 
despite recent Improvement in production 
and employment, the number of unemployed 
remains disturbingly high. Even the serious 
recession of the mid-1970s might have been 
inadequate to slow down rocketing prices 
had it not been for last year’s record harvest. 
- As the current economic recovery con- 
tinues, it will Inevitably generate new infia- 
tionary pressures. Improved’ demand for oil 
may encourage the OPEC oligarchs to try 
to raise world of] prices another substantial 
percentage. As production and employment 
Tise in the months ahead, industry will be 
tempted to try to raise prices while unions 
will seek large wage increases in contracts 
being renegotiated this year. 

To those inflationary forces must be added 
the threat of reduced farm production resuit— 
ing from the inadequate rainfall in major 
areas during the past several months. A 
quick revival of inflationary price increases 
and pressures is stiil a dismal possibility.
